the council tlm iiuestiou of whether a 
woman could legally Jiold the offlco came 
up. It was argued by some that she 
could not and that if the city appointed 
her clerk all transaotions in which the 
clerk was a party woald be illegal and 
not binding. 

Attorney General Ketcham was con- 
Bulted, and after thoroughly oxaniiiiing 
the law he found that, while there waa 
no etatnte covering the case, there wa.s 
none which ruled against women hold- 
ing ofRoes of this nature. Upon this in- 
formation the appointment was made, 
and bIiu was placed iu charge of the 
office. ThoKo who have been watching 
her closely say that she has taken hold 
iu a businesslike manner and shows evi- 
dence of Moving tQ be one of the moat 
efficient offioers the corporation has ever 
had.

Let girls 
do away with the thought that marriage 
and motherhood are purposes to be at* 
tained by "preparation, application and 
perseverance. ' ' Rather let them regard 
as their life purpose the attainment of 
larger attitude toward life, considering 
true marriage and motherhood as in- 
deed life's choicest, rarest blessings, bnt 
blessings which, alas, must often be 
humbly, patiently renoimoed.~E. J.

facts. 

What wonder, then, if they insist up- 
on ignoring the most elementary laws 
of health and show a tendency to look 
npon eating and drinking as a criminal 
form of self indulgence? I don't say 
that a proper supply of blood to the 
brain would free the world of folly, but 
it would be at least worth trying wheth- 
er more meat and thu disappearaucu of 
all prejudices against sofas would not 
go a long way toward securing that de- 
sirable oonstmrnation. — Fortnightly 
Beview.

One of tt I several show places in the 
big building where Uuule Sam's finan- 
cial operations are carried on is the 
basement floor room where the clerks, 
m<^tly women, are employed in piecing 



together greenbacks sent In tor rooemp- 
tion, many of which are apporently be- 
yond all hope of identification. 

In the case will be arranged specimens 
of the most skillful and wonderful work 
of the women who receive the torn and 
tattered pieces of paper that may have 
been chewed by rats or pa.^.sed through a 
coffee grinder and restt)ro them to their 
original condition. It seems impossible 
that human hands can do snoli work, 
but it is bardiy an esaggeratiaa to say 
that bills so torn that they could be 
passed through a coarse sieve have been 
made whole again. 

The women most e.xpert in the work 
are Mrs. L. E. Brown and Mrs. Lydia 
Rosenberg, and the npcimens of their 
skill that will be piaoed in Treasurer 
Roberts' exhibit case will indeed aston- 
ish the natives. One. bill that was torn 
into SOO pieces was put into its original 
snapo with not a scrap of the paper 
missing. Another that was burned al- 
most to ashes and ahruuk by the heat 
was restored, piece by piece, until it ap- 
peared a perfect half siie reproduction 
of the original note. — Boston Transcript. 



Dr. Martha Bnghe. Cannon. 

Dr. Martha Hughes Cannon is famous 

as the first woman who was ever sent 
to a state senate to represent the citizens 

of a conmionwealtb. She has served two 
years iu the legislature of Utah and has 
two years more yet before her. Dr. 
Cannon is a woman with a history, and 
a striking one. Prior to her marriage she 
studied medicine under physicians in 
Sale Lake City, then went to Ann Arbor, 
wliero she graduated in ISSO, and after- 
ward entered the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. Cioing from Ann Arbor admitted 
ber at Philadelphia, where she got the 
degree of B. S. One hundred and twen- 
ty-five men started in the au.xiliary 
course with Dr. Cannon, but only five 
of these and herself graduated. . Tl^la 
was in 1B82. 

Ou ber return to Salt Lake City Dr. 
Cannon became a resident physician in 
the Deseret hospital, which poidticni she 
held for three years, having outside 
practice as well. At the close of that 
period she became the si\th wifo of 
Mr. Angus M. Cannon. Dr. Cannon 8 
husband is president of the high priest 
council, which is the ecclesiastical court 
of Jurisdiction. President Cannon, be- 
sides being a church functionary, is a 
business man, having a largo miniuf; 
interest. In the pciliticnl canipaif,'n for 
stato senator President Cannon ran 
against his wife. Dr. Martha Hughes 
Oc^inon, and was defei^ted, as ail the 
world knowa' She represented the sil 
ver Democracy and received a handsome 
majority of votes. — Woman's Joorual.

The Electrical Engineer. 
George B. Lander has written a prize 
essay, published in The Electrical En- 

giiu't r, on how to becomo an electrical 
engineer. It is full of hope and encour- 
agement for those bright, ambitious 
lads whose souls long to be in the midst 
of volts and ohms and dynamos and 
sparks. 

Mr. Lander supposes the case of a 
youth of 18 who is without means to 

taku him through school and who must, 
besides, earn his living as he goes along. 
He has, say, a common school educa- 
tion, nothing more. fiCt him first get 
employment with a firm that does wir- 
ing for electric lighting. In two years 
be will be an expert wireman and will 
be 20. Then he should hire hims^df out 
iu the power house of some electric 
lighting company, where he may learn 
of dynamos, switchboards, aro lamps, 
meters, connections, etc. Meantime he 
must be reading and studying in his 
spare hours elementary works on elec- 
tricity and must take a solid course in 
mathematics. Hu should stay with the 
electric company till he is 84, learning 
all he can about everything connected 
with his business. At the a^e of 24 it is 
essential that he take » eoin-sr i;i ^ sci- 
cntifio training school, where ho must 
study chemistry and mechanical en- 
gineering, among other branches a 
three years' course if possible, but two 
years at the least After that a year or 
two of actual work in a macbiuo shop 
aro wanted, ho still studying books ou 
steam, mechanics ami electricity. 

By this time he will be about 2ti years 
old. Let him then spend two yearn work- 
ing in a largo electrical manufacturing 
establishment. At the end of this time 
he is 80 and entitled to call himself on 
electrical engineer, and not till then. 



British Cable Cars. 

All large American citi(>s and many 
sniallor ones ar" familiar with thi' street 
car propelled by the cable system. A 
grip underneath the car is manipulated 
by the motorman, who grasps with it 
the moving cable in the slot beneath the 
street or releases it when he wishes to 
stop the oar. 

Mr. Hiram S. Ma.xim, the air.-liip in- 
ventor, has discovered that Brixton, a 
suburb of London, has adopted the 
American cable street car — that is the 
American cable car with variations. 
He did not recognize the American cable 
system at first, since "each car was pro- 
vided with a small and extremely ugly 
locomotive." Ho could not understand 
what the locomotive waa for and ques- 
tioned the gripman, who explained: 

"Well, undorgronnd here Is a wire rope. This

His reply whs :

General John W. Foster, the Ameri- 
can wlii in China red gni/rs a.- lier dis- 
interested friend, long ago advised the 
officials there to reconstruct the army 
and navy. Ho likewise^ modestly sug- 
gested that nobody coulii tako charge of 
the reconstruction more scientifically 
than a number of officers from the 
American arm}' and navy. But China 
did not take this kind advice, and now 
she lies helpless. Perhaps, however, it 
is as well for the fame of our army and 
navy that she did not ado]>t (ieneral 
Foster's suggestion. No foreigu ofiicers 
could do anything with a people iu 
whom the national spirit is as feeble 
and indift'ereut as in the Chinese. The 
contrast with Japanese patriotism shows 
that China, the oldest nation, is at 
length also a dying nation.

tick, the worst jiest of thin animal, that 
does serious harm to the young lambs 
witliout suspicion of tlie cause to the 
shepherd, 'ihis reddish bruwn creature 
is a wingless fly and a very greedy blood- 
sucker.

He supported 
his family as he went along, visiting the 
leading places of interest in a territory 
extending from San Francisco and Tex- 
as on the south to Chicago and Buffalo 
ou the north. 

Tho journey began JIarch 22. 1894, 
at Port Angeles, ou the strait of Juan 
de Fuoa, 100 miles northwest of Seat- 
tle. It reached its chief stopping place 
tho 1st of January, I S'.ls, in New York 
city. Not that it ended thero. Lasley 
must be the reincarnation of the Wan- 
dering Jew,' for he says be is going still 
on, and that tho house ou wheels and 
tho tow beaded ohildren and the dog 
will turn up at the Paris exposition in 
I'.iOO. The onlj- ( (incession he will ni.ake 
to the con ventionuli ties will be involv- 
ed in the neoeasity of eroasinf the At- 
lantic in a ship instead of a wnpnn. 
Undoubtedly this original American 
family will make a holy show rolling 
along over the smooth highways of 
France in their imiqae homemade vehi- 
cle. 

The houso ou wheels was built by 
the versatile Lasley himself. It Is of 
cedar clapboards and is (5 feet high and 
12 feet long. It has a stove iu one cor- 
ner and can be divided into two com- 
partments. The clapboaril walls are 
lined with cloth and heavy paper. Two 
babies have been born to the OOUple in 
their house on wheels. 

The plan of campaign waa this : Las- 
ley is a jack of all trades, and wherever 
he is can "turn his hand" to almost 
anything. Mind reading appears to be 
the lowest depths he reached. When he 
stoppi'd in a neighborhood, the queer 
outfit always attracted a crowd. Then 
Lasley 's eloquence prevailed. He suc- 
ceeded generally in getting work of 
soiii(> sort, eitlier at farming or at some 
niechuuical tinkering. Besides that he 
always had on sale hia little book, the 
history of his travels and photographs 
of tho outlandish rig and the whole 
family. In selling these he sometimes 
took in money at tho rate of "a dollar a 
minute." Not the least attraction was 
tho tow headed children peeping like 
birds out of the little window in the 
wagon and displaying a radiance of 
complexion and henltli absolutely daz- 
zling. Many a milliuuuiru would give 
untold sums to iiave his pampered chil- 
dren look like the Lasley young ones. 
In C alitornia tho family lived awhile 
on grapes and green walnuts — "very 
good food," writes Lasley, "but after 
two weeks it elides." Naturally it 
would "elide." 

The house on wheels traveled U.titiO 
miles on its journey from Port Angeles, 
Wash., to New York city. Lasley says 
he never shoes hib horses in summer, 
and they never get tender footed. It ia 
iieci'ssary to be truthful, however, and 
say tliat two pairs of hurss have suo- 
cuiiibid to the arduous labors of hauling 
the Lusleys by crisscross routes over this 
continent and have lain down and died. 
Was it because they had no shoes ia 
summer? 

Some of the fakir's observation of 

travel are gems in th( ir way. Ho says 
iu a little de.scripti.o pamphlet that 
daring the nearly four years they have 
been on their journey tho Lasleys have 
been invited to atteud church only six 
times. Of California he writes, "Banob* 
men are close fisted, they believing a 
poor man a curse to the earth — better 
bo dead. " Uf Texas, **Te»as pen] ib wire 
the most religious we ever met, also tho 
poorest" Do the two foots belong to* 
gether. Again, "It causes us to smile to

Lasley is a spare man with a fresh 
complexion and a shrewd, bright eye. 
It is said the people of New York oity 
thought he really might have put on a 
clean shirt when he reached their town 
and not worn the same ono in which he 
started from Seattle. Still, New Vorkers 
are apt to be ovcnensltiT« in these lit- 
tle matters.

A lesson is to be teamed from a study 

of taritf stati«ti» s which show that from 
4S to 5o per cent, of the total imports 
are for agricultural products. The idea 
of an agricultural country, such as ours 
is, importing agricultural products is 
paradoxical. Last year the agrlealtural 
iinnorta amounted to nearly four hun- 
dred millious. With the exception of 
t»a, coffee, spices and a few other prod- 
ucts from tropical couatries, the list in- 
cludes nothing but what this country 
can grow. The farmers of the country 
are so absorbed in the chase ol the 
elusive dollar that they inadvertently 
nujiniMit a hail condition. More diver- 
sified farming would bring about a con- 
dition that would be of direct benefit to 
the farmer and contribute to the solu- 
tion uf the hard times problem. The 
farmer could raise that which he now 
buys and compels his urban patron to 
bny from a forei|;a country. It has been 
asserted that a general diversity of crops 
in the agricultural districts would keep 
in circulation at home millions of dollars 
that the foreigner now receives. The 
Southern planter has been taught the 
lesson ami next summer will see less 
cjtton and more "hog and hominy" 
raised on Southern plaiitatious.

Elijah Darby, the promoter of the 
Darby Oil Gaa Burner Company, was 
yesterday bound over to the grand jury 
by '."-'iiuire Davies in the sum of $2,000. 
Attorney William Littleford signed the 
bond. Darby was charged with obtain- 
ing money by false pretensee in that he 
secured $5,000 in cash and a note for 
a similar amount. The trial occupied 
ten days, drawn out through a period of 
almost two months. In all there were 
twenty-aix witnessea heard. Eight of 
theae were for the defense. The latter 
were put on the stand yesterday after- 
noon. The complaint against Darby was 
that the burners sold by him were not 
what they were represented to be. 
Darby alleged that the burners would 
COnsuuif only about one (gallon of coal c il 
in ten hours, and that the mechanism 
was perfect. It pro\'ed that much more 
oil wai^ cun^iiiiied and that the mechan- 
ism would get out of order on the least 
provocation. The eighteen witnesses 
who testified aKaiiiKt the ili ft iidant were 
stockholders in the concern. It was 
brought to light that Darby had been 
given about $10.'.,000 for bis patent right, 
and that the company with him at the 
head had been formed to push the inven- 
tion. It was brought out that not one of 
the Directors elected had paid 1 cent on 
the capital stock, but that territorial 
rights had been sold and the money thus 
raised was to go as payment on the capi- 
tal i-t'ick. Nearly all of the witnesses 
teetilied that theamountof oil consumed 
by the burners was at least three times 
as mnch as claimed, and that the burners 
would invariably get out of order. Be- 
fore taking the aetion he did Bqnlre 
Davies considered the matter fully and 
decided that there was nothing to do but 
bind Darby over to the grand Jury. The 
witnesses on the stand yesterday were 
mainly patent attorneys who were called 
to pass on certain rights regardiuK the 
sale of the pateilt and other technical 
matters pertaining to the law in such
